By varying his 
proportions, the clever manipidator 
I>rod noes the sirup he requires, and SO 
skillitd has he become that he can at 
will give his sirup the flavor of the ber- 
gamot or largoneUei pear, the sweet 
taste of the slrawhorry, or the slight and 
jieeuliar acid of the p neapple. There 
18, in fact, no end to his ingenuity. 

'• Digitalis, made from the foxglove," 
said an oi'ulist, "is u.-ed as a heart se- 
dative, but instead of making it by in- 
fusion of the leaves o the plant, in 
which the full power and freshness of 
the remedy are preserved, some drug- 
gists m ike it from the extract. 'I his is 
sometimes, however, the fault of tlie 

f>atlent, who disUkes to wait . for the> 
lour or more that the making of the in- 
fusion re(|ti res. When I have to pre- 
scribe pndophvllin (the resin of the 
May-npnie), which is used as a cathar- 
tic as well as a li\er stimulant, 1 always 
write for an eighth of a grain if 1 know 
tint the pat ent ])atroni/es a first-class 
druggist. If, on tli' other hand. I 
know that lie gct> iiis drugs from a 
drugg st who is not strictly Al, I 
doutiTe the amount. The powder of 
po<lophyllin is les< ovpensive than the 
resin, and not so effective, and is often 
substituted for it. Chlorine water, 
which is largely used, shou d have a 
strong odor, but it is often served with- 
out any odor at all. It should always 
be fiesli, and 1 am careful in prescrib- 
ing it to know who the d iiggiat is 
who puts it up. ^fo-|'e th;in onee I 
ha\ e prescribed borai i tu itl as an 
astringent, but have Itnind it to expand 
the pupil like atrop'a. I do not know 
what was substituii^fd for it in these 
cases. I believe mauiy drugg sis look 
upop borax as a good sabgt.tuti foe
